This fribute frm our. high 
command to the soldierly qaslities | 
‘of a beaten foa is the recital of a 
fact which it is well to place on 
record. It dissipates the delusion 
which I fear is ente:tained in 
eome quartera at home that the 
German army is rapidly approach- 
ing a condition of grave do- 
terioration and disintegration, I 
have striven ever: sincs our 
cfleneiva began on July I to 
combat this chimera, 

The evidence of my own eyes 
has shown me thst in the msin 
the men now opposing cur own 
gallant troops and thoge of our 
Allies are good eoldiers, egged on 
to valour by stern diecipline and 
a secse of what they conceive tr 
be their daty. -There sre, of 
course, exceptions to this gencral 
statemeat, It may be scceptes 
as a fact that many cf the soldiers 
who fall into our hands are weery 
and worn with the war; bat thie 
docs not prevent the Germin 
army from continuing to fight 
with grim determination. 

To underestimste oar foe’ is to 
belittle the aplendid achicvementa 
of our own men. How often does 
one hear “Tommy” exclaim in a 
epirit of generous, -ackaowledg- 
ment that “thé Boche is a good 
cld eticker.” “Tommy” bag to 
deal with the Boche at close 
quarters, and it is 4 feather in his 
cap when he geta the better of 
him, es he is doing now every 


waa all close-in’ fighting and 
meno: ivring, in which, while we 
held the adventsge in numbers, 
the Biches bed by far the best 
fighting positions. 

Wora-out Remnant. . 

-They were completely cat of 
from their comrades and frem all 
their sources of eupply. They had 
consumed the last of. theiz emer- 
gency rations, end in the end the 
worn-outremnsnt came forth, held 
up their hands, and recsived the 
treatment of honourable prisonera 
of war. They praised our troops 
for their gallantey.. 

‘You English fight, too, like 
devile," said one of them, “and we 
gladly eurrender to such mon,” 
They were aleo very gratefal.for 
the bomene treatment accorded 
them. They could, of coures, éx- 
pect nothing else from Britieh off- 
cera ‘and men, though eome of 
them appeared to be ignorent of 
the fact. The gallant regiments 
ahich finighed the work and 
placed Ovillerain our possession 
were chiefly from the English 
widJanie, Theirs was the fortune 
to be “in at the destb,” but the 
ground hed beea catefally pre- 
pared by daye of hard fighting on 
the part of other anits of the 
British Army,-who behaved with 
conspicacus gallantry throughout 
many. anxious and difficult 
moments, 

While this ackaowledgment ia 
made. of enemy bravery, it is 
aecesssry to draw attention to
